RESPONSE 

Reconsideration of this application is respectfully requested. 

Claims 1-5 and 1 1-18 are pending in the application. Claims 6-10 have been withdrawn 
from consideration. No claims pending in the application will be amended by this Response. 

In the outstanding Office Action of April 25, 2006, the Examiner rejected, as being 
unpatentable under 35 U.S.C. §103(a), (1) claims 1, 5, and 18 over U.S. Patent No. 5,400,267 to 
Denen et al. in view of U.S. Patent No. 6,306,131 to Hareyama et al, (2) claims 2 - 4, and 17 
over Denen et al in view of Hareyama et al, and further in view of Klett et al. (German Patent 
Application No. 4339049), (3) claims 1 1 and 14 over Denen et al. in view of Hareyama et al, 
and further in view of U.S. Patent No. 5,269,780 to Roos, and (4) claims 12, 13, 15, and 16 over 
Denen et al. in view of Hareyama et al, and further in view of U.S. Patent No. 6,808,525 to 
Latterell et al. The Examiner's rejections are respectfully traversed. 
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
